night, Aug. 28. Why, as one of his fellow office put it, would 


anyone want to kill Edwards? He never bothered anyone, he 
hardly even associated with anyone outside his fellow of- 
ficers, his family and members of his church, his brother of- 
ficer observed. Why then would anyone want to kill him, he 
asked. ‘ 

That- question is_also echoed by every member of the 
police department and the community in general. But it ap- 
parently can only be answered by the person, who lturked in 
the darkness df night to snuff out the life of this young man 
who had so much to live for. 

Although we are told by the scriptures that in the midst 
‘of life we are in death, it will seems a cruel, and incredible 
fate to rob Edwards’ two young children, ages 5 and 2, of a 
father they'll never know and to leave their mother a widow. 

The public reaction to this savage killing has been un- 
derstaridably bitter and angry.

nothing ‘that they could do. - 


In sympathy with the 
frustrated mother, the 
physicians _ recommended 
that she take the child to New 
York where abortions are 
legal. Be 
make the arrangements by 
phone for her. 

This done, thé woman 
retumed to the store owner 
for him to keep his end of the 
bargain, only to be told by 
him that he had no money. 
Having no money of her own, 
this further agonized her 
already nerve-wracking ex- 
perience. 

Then in an act of 
desperation, she appealed ds 
boy's ‘guardians for financial 
help but none was _forth- 
coming. As a matter of fact, 
she was told that if the child 
is retarded she shouldnt 
have allowed her to go the 
the store alone. 

But not to be outdone, the 
mother managed to borrow 
enough money from a local 
bank to make the trip and pay 
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the date of her appointmerr: : 
The following day, the mother 


and. daughter..boagded a 
plane for New York where the 
abortion was to be_ per- 
formed, bringing her almost 
tragic story to a happy en- 
ding. 

The mother wanted the 
Story told because she feels 
the public should know just 
how dirty and lowdown 
people can be. She also 
hopes it will serve as a 


reminder to other mothers to 
know something about the 
character of a store owner 
before allowing their children 
to spend their nickels and 
dimes with him.

‘ There are many basketball 
fans who may not know of the 
past of Robertson as a rookie 
and young player with the 
Royals. 

It all happened before a 
packed house at the Univer- 
sity of Cincinnati fieldhouse. 
He: took a pass, fond himself 
momentarily: uncovered and 
raced for a layup. With a 
mighty spring, he shot his 6-5 
frame high into the air and 
neatly. dropped the ball into 
the basket as the crowd went 
wild. “The Big O" had finally 
broken the only college 
scoring record, left, the 2,587 
points that Wake Forest's 
Dickie Nemric had ac- 
cumulated over a varsity care 
not quite three. 

He scored 29 points 
against Houston that night 
and he kept right on scoring 
in the eight Cincinnati games 
that remained to post a new 
record of 2,973 points. “The 
Big O” had left his mark 
behind him. 

Those three great seasons 
at Cincinnati are all in the 
scrapebook now, as the “Big 
O” was approaching new 


basketball championship at ° 


the Rome ‘Olympic Games. 


Then the great had to.make-- 


up his-mind where he would 
play basketball next. 

The Harlem Globetrotters 
and the Cincinnati Royals of 
the National Basketball 
Association were bidding 
high for him. The Royals of- 
fered “Big O" $65,000, but he 
didn't like the ‘one night 
stands and signed with the 
Royals. It was the best thing 
he ever did! 

The Royals were happy and 
just couldn't wait for Oscar to 
arrive at Cincinnati. ‘Without 
Robertson we are done,” said 
Pepper Wilson, the general 
manager of the Royals. “We 
have been waiting for him for 
a long time,” he added. 

At’ Crispus« Attucks High 
School. in_Indianapolis,Ind., 
at the time, an all-Negro high 
school, he had set a bundle 
of records, finishing with 
1,825 points in 91 games and 
pacing Attucks.to 61 victories 
in 62 games over his last two 
years. 

The real fun began when 
Robertson joined the Cincin- 
nati varsity for the 1957-58 
season, after averaging 33 
points a game a‘ a freshman: 
In one of his first games as

Dr. Charles E. Walker, 
Deputy Secretary. of the 
Treasury, speaking before a 
senior management seminar 
for diréctors of minority 
banks, said, “as of June 30, 
1972, the nation's 42 minority 
banks had deposits totaling 
$825,406,000, an, increase of 
$429 million - or 108 percent 
~ since the President laun- 
ched his (minority bank 
deposit) program in October 
1970.” . 

He also predicted that “by 
the. end of 1972 deposits of 
Fédéral agencies artd depart- 
ments (in.minority banks) will 
exceed $100 million -- three 
times the original goal set in

The Treasury Department 
estimates that as of June 30, 
1972, Federal deposite= in 
minority banks. amounted to 
$85.1 million, 

Dr. Walker traced the 
growth of deposits since Oc- 
tober 1970 when the Ad- 
ministration announced its 
program to increase deposits 
by $100 million over’a one- 
year period. Of that total $65 
million was to come. from the 
private_sector and $35 million 
from government deposits. 

He concluded by telling the

Literacy Test Is-Reason 
For Low Voting Registration _ 


Literacy tests, archaic 
registration laws, inac- 
cessible registration “sites 
and disqualifying factors 
such as the barring of per- 
sons with felony records from 
voting booths, are the main 
reasons for low voting 
registration among blacks in 
Northern cities, a National Ur- 
ban League study released 
this month, shows. 

It further shows that only 
2,264, or 0.4 percent. of the 
522,000 elected officials in 
the U.S. are black and that 
while blacks comprise more 
ten percent of the 
population, they have only 
three percent representation 
in Congress, only 1.6 percent 
representation among elec- 
ted state officials, and only 
0.2 percent among elected of- 
ficials at the county level. 

The study, prepared by the 
National Urban League's 
Research Departments, 
refutes the popular belief that 
voting equality exists for 
blacks as well as whites, and 


_ knocks down the theory that 


apathy, rather than 
discrimination, is the cause 
of low. turnout’ among 
minority group voters in nor- 
thern elections. - 

The study was released as 
the National Urban League 
launched a massive voter 
registration campaign in 10 
cities outside the South. The 
‘conducted 
by Weldon Rougeau, head of 
the League’s~ newly created 
Department of Citizenship 
Education. 

The Census Bureau's un- 
dercount of two million 
blacks in 1960 is seen by the 
study as an additional barrier 
to black political represen- 
tation which caused blacks 
the “loss of five 
Congressional represen- 
tatives, sores of state and 
local representatives, and 
billions of dollars in potential 
Federal and state aid to in- 
ner-city areas.

External barriers to voting, 
common to all Americans, fall 
heaviest on persons who are 
black and Spanish-speaking, 
low income and -less 
educated, and especially on 
black and poor residents of 
inner-city areas, the study 
said. 

It found that the voting tur- 
nout among Northern blacks 
tends to be lower in smaller 
metropolitan areas with one 
million or less people; and 
that of the 25 million young 
Americans first eligible to 
vote in the 1972 Presidential 
election, about 3 million are 
black and almost half tive 
outside the South. 

The report added that since 
less than 40 percent of black 
youth aged 21 to 24 --- and 
only 52 percent of white 
youth --- said they voted in 
1968, “unless a concerted ef- 
fort is made to convince the 
young that voting is impor- 


‘tant, a sizeable proportion of 


both black and white youth 
will not cast their ballots on 
Election Day." 

To correct this the study 
calls for a ***concerted, 
adequately funded and 
adequately staffed voter par- 
ticipation effort in the ghettos 
of. the North, particularly 
those in. medium sized and 
smaller cities: .and for

Blacks Need To Look At Both Parties 


The recent political conventions 
in Miami Beach pointed out several 
differences in the two major parties 
in this country. There are, for one 
thing, too few blacks involved in the 
Republican Party. And-at the same 
time, ~the GOP remains over- 
whelmingly the conservative party. 

More than 95 per cent of the 
blacks belong to the Democratic 
Party and traditionally vote 
Democratic in every presidential 
election. In a way, that's the way it 
should be because it has been the 
Democratic Party that has in- 
creased the opportunities of black 
participation at conventions and at 
the same time worked hard to im- 
. prove the lot of black Americans. 


The Democratic Party since 
_ Franklin Roosevelt has always been 
a haven for black people and our 
concerns and needs. This year it 
was the Democrats who opened up 
their convention and as a result 15 
per cent of their convention 
delegates were black. 

It has been the Democratic Party 
that has projected the civil rights 
issues in America. it has been the 
Democratic Party that has been in 
the forefront: of civil rights 
legislation during the past:decade.

_ For it will only be when we make 
up a significant portion of the- 
Republican Party can we ever hope’ 
to make a dent in the conservative 
wall built around the GOP. We can 
only change the party from within 
and that clearly was the message of 


the few black progressives who at- _ 


tended the recent Republican con- 
vention. 

That convention didn't have 
enough black delegates and it had 
far fewer young blacks. We need to 
get our people involved again in the 
party of Lincoln. 

At the same time, the GOP needs 
to take a close look at itself and, 
once and for all, determine whether 
it will remain the conservative-- 
dominated, anti-black, racist party 
which it is today or become a party 
ofthe. people ~ all the people, in- 
cluding black Americans. 

The job is two-fold: we must 
become in greater numbers _in- 
volved in the Republican Party and 
the GOP must open up its doors 
and make us feel we are welcomed 
into their party. 

Unfortunately, the recent 
Republican convention did little to 


convince black voters they would 


be welcomed into the party of the 

President.

The Doris Rankin Case 


At the.risk of being -accused of 
neglecting the duties and respon- 
sibilities of a professional newspaper- 
man, this reporter is confessing that he

Doris Rankin, a delegate on the 
McGovern ticket at the Democratic 
National Convention, for reasons, 
perhaps only known. to -her, revealed 
that she had served. time - inthe 
Marysville Women's Reformatory on a 
forgery conviction several years ago. 
She was elected to the DNC during the 
delegates’. meeting in Columbus early 
this month at which the controversy 
developed between the McGovernites 
and Frank King, chairman of the Ohio 
delegation and a Humphrey cone to 
the convention. 

King, it is recalled, touched off a 
near-riot when he overruled the vote of 
the délegates and declared Sen. M. 
Morris Jackson of Cleveland would not 
be seated on the DNC, even though he 
was duly elected..King’s decision was 
overtumed two days later by the DNC in

Another Democrat

Bailey W. Turner, the first black man, 
to run for the United States 
Congressional Seat in the First District, 


surprised the political world last week - 


by getting-off the Democratic Donkey 
and latching on to the GOP elephant. 
It was a surprise to many, including 


* some Republicans, and it was simply 


shocking to some. . 

As many as 50 different reasons have 
been discussed as to why Turner defec- 
ted from the Democratic party, in- 
cluding some of the reasons he gave. 

The Republicans welcomed Turner 
among their ranks and if you have been 
around Cincinnati for the last seven 
years, you might be quick to say that 
the Democrats’ loss was the 
Republicans’ gain. For Turner definitely 
has been an energetic, civic-minded 
and sometimes controversial individual 
in Cincinnati.

Turner has been bitterly criticized for 
many of his movements and no doubt, 
he will be criticized for becoming a 
Republican. But probably the most out- 
standing thing about Turner is that he 
wades right through criticism. 

In the course of Séven years in Cin- 
cinnati | have heard Turner called 
everything from an uncle Tom to a 
black racist. And | wonder what does 
the-gublic think he is now? 

Turner's addition to the local 
Republican group is regarded by some 
Republicans as a big catch. The idea is 
that if a man tike-Turrter finalty $ées the 
light, then there will be many other 
blacks who really want to come over, 
but don't have the guts to do it. 

Well, so much for Turner's guts. Now 


what? | doubt if there will be a mass 
exodus from the Democratic party of 
many blacks, because | really doubt if 
they think Turner's move was as 
honorable as Turner says it was. Blacks 
are quick to say, “he was bought off." 

lf Turner was bought, then | suppose 
it is safe to assume that he was bought 
if that means receiving some kind of 
financial renumerations, when he ran 
for U.S. Congress and when he 
managed Theodore Berry’s campaign, 
which means that he is doing one hell 
of job of selling himself. 

| happen to have a great deal of 
respect for Turner and |! like to think 
that his move was as honorable as ‘can 
be expected. Turnér’s professional 
work background has been in the area 
of sales where he has done: remarkably 
well, so then, if he is successful in 
selling himself, don't knock it, that’s his 
profession. 

|, for one, believe that his addition to 
the Republican party will be useful, and 
| wish many other blacks will develop 
the guts, or the honor or the salesman- 
ship. to join. the. Republican. Party. 

There is no néed for every black man 
to think that he is supposed to be a 
Democrat just because all his friends 
are, or just because he believes in 
some silly philosophy that the 
Democrats represent the poor. 

Politics is politics. And | am sure Mr. 
Turner knows that he is going to find 
some of the same drawbacks facing 
blacks in the Republican Party as he 
found in the Democratic party.

| don't doubt that Mr. Turner will do 
all right for himself wherever he. is 
because | have that much confidence in 
his ability. But the very worst thing that 
could happen to him is that his own 
following, his friends his clients, 
desert him for fear he has sold out.

Cari Rowan is one of the most in- 


fluential-Blacks_in-America_today._Not——- 


because he mounts a soap box and ex- 
coriates his listeners with fanatical 
idealism about finding our heritage or, 
exalting our manhood.

To these misguided and often ex- 
ploited people, Cari Rowan addressed 
recent column. The heart and meat of 
Rowan's- column’ perhaps. could be 
summed up these two paragraphs:

fashionable to use your mouth and your 
muscle, but not necessarily your brain, 
because loud talk. and brick-throwing 
somehow got mistaken for manhood.

“Perhaps it is now acceptable that

Yet even though we can proclaim 
that every time you stop at a stop sign, 
you should thank a black man - that 
every time you hear about open heart 
surgery, you should thank a black man 
— that every time you put out a fire with 
white foam, you should thank a black 
man — that every time you wear a pair 
of shoes, you should thank a black man 
— of get a blood transfusion, or turn on 
@ light bulb, or take a birth contro} pill, 
or visit Chicago or Washington, D.C. or 
wear a gas mask, or eat a lump of sugar 
-- you should thank a black man. Even 
though we can proclaim these things, 
we find that still in 1972, as in 1872, 
despite our symbolic . the! 
great issues still question our worth 
and our morality our purpose and our 
‘place. What shall be done with the 
black man today? How is he to be por- 
trayed on movie screens, TV films, and 
even in our history books?

Housing Compromise A Failure 


A low-income housing project plan- 
ned for the Forest Hills section of New 
York City has become the most con- 
troversial such project in the country. 
and an indication of the way the wind is 
blowing in the housing field. 

The project.three 24-story buildings 
Planned to house families. was an- 
nounced. wound its way through red- 
tape, and was finally approved. Once 
workmen started digging its founda- 
tions, neighborhood extremists applied 
Political pressures that led to the ap- 
pointment of a mediator, Mario Cuomo. 
who was to come up with a compro- 
mise solution. 

His compromise is disastrous. The 
buildings would be cut to 12 stories 
each, meaning that 420 poor families, 
now locked into slum housing, would 
be denied the right to clean. decent 

Jartments. Further. the per-unit -eost 

Would tise’ Sharply. and:the city; akoady 
Strapped for funds, would have to pick 
up part of the tab whereas the original 
Project would have been funded by the 
federal government in its entirety. 

Mayor Lindsay accepted the compro- 
mise solution “reluctantly,” but no one 
else seems satisfied. The city’s Housing 
Authority Chairman. Simeon Golar. 
condemned the proposals. and 
Suggested instead that the tull project 
go ahead. with one of the buildings set 
aside for middle-income families; and 
the lost low-incime housing replaced by 
smaller projects in Queens. The 
spokesman for the neighborhood 
Protestors called the compromise 
“totally unacceptable.” 

But what is “totally unacceptable” is 
the reasoning behind the compromise 
plan and the refusal of localities to 
provide decent housing opportunities 
for the poor. 

The mediator reasoned that the com- 
munity opposed the project because it 
fears crime and vandalism. What kind 
of leadership is it that gives in to 


irrationality like that? How can it allow 
the further spread of such slanders 
selves by escaping the slums? And 
what crime and vandalism does the 
community expect from the elderly who 
will o¢cupy the units in the project set 
aside for them? 

He also said that if the pfoject goes 
through as planned, people will aban- 
don middle class Forest Hills. That's a 
self-fulfilling prophecy that encourages 
the hysteria of the community's ex- 
tremists instead of combatting. | find it 
hard to believe that this particular 
neighborhood is so lacking in basic 
community strengths and institutions 
that the addition of several hundred 
low-income -families will lead to 
wholesale departures. 

“The wet is that only extremists 
“Ae REET TS NSS ea eet the 
real problem is that ony extremists 
have been listened to. Moderates have 
spoken out. but their call for reason has 
been lost in the shuffle of eity Officials 
to appease the extremists.

Forest Hills demonstrates that solu- 
tions for the housing problems of the 
poor must go beyond local provincial- 
ism. So. long as local officials, even 
self-styled liberal ones as in New York, 
have sole control over low-income 
housing sites, anti-black pressures will 
prevail. The federal government's 
housing’ policies have often been 
criticized, but in this instance federal 
officials stood by the project while local 
‘politicians hacked it to death. 

Lost in the charade over Forest Hills 
is the basic question: Where do poor 
people who need decent housing go? 
That's a question that has to be an- 
swered on a national scale. New York's 
answer seems to be: “let them stay in 
slums." That answer, like the compro- 
mise that threatens to kill the project, is 
totally unacceptable.

1. There is a three day “cooling off" 
period to cancel contracts in the case 
of door to door sales. 

2. If the consumer is turned down for 
credit he must be told the source of the 
information. and if it is the Credit 
Bureau they must go over the record 
with him. 

3. The length of time that information 
can be kept in the files of the Credit 
Bureau is limited by law. 

4. The consumer may not be 
discharged from-his job for a single 
garnishment. 

5. He may not be harassed to collect 
an-account. 

6. He may not have his privacy in- 
vaded to collect an account. 

7. Collectors are also forbidden to 
use deceitful practices in Collecting ac- 
counts.

Today, because of 
military Service.-tivirig in~stnalt apart” 
ments, going where the jobs are, and 
the fact that Americans move more of- 
ten than anybody, young people are of- 
ten far from parents, friends and 
relatives. Those they could count on for 
practical and emotional support.are no 
longer close at hand. It is no wonder 
that young women, alone and lonely, 
feel increased anxieties about being 
pregnant 

Not all these feelings are conscious 
Some are unconscious, such as resent- 
ment that she, not the man in her life 
has the physical burden of pregnancy 
He has none. Also, up until her first 
pregnancy, she has: always been a 
daugher, looking to her own mother, 
thinking of herself not as a mother but 
a daughter. Now there is an about-face 
She will be the mother: ‘she will have 
the mother’s responsibilities 

What can she--what should she do? 
She should start out by reaching out to 
others. She should become friendly 
with other young mothers who have 
been through the same thing she is 
going through now--not to hear horror 
stories or to get advice thad should be 
given only by a doctor, but for the 
emotional support that can come with 
remarks like, ‘You know, | felt that way 
too.” 

If her mother or mother-in-law is 
eager to help out during the last weeks 
(and after the baby i$ born), she should 
accept the offer gratefully. Is mother's 
housekeeping different? Does she fuss 
too much? Forget it: let her do things 


her, own way. 


There is other support_| say, turn to 
your doctor, He isn't concerned only 
with your blood pressure, your weight, 
delivering your baby, You can tell him 
your private feelings--good and bad-- 
about being a mother 

Classes for expectant parents can 
very helpful. There you can learn about 
pregnancy, delivery and your baby as 
well as share your feelings with others 
in the same situation. Ask your doctor 
about classes 

Don't neglect the person closest to 
you.. The child is his too. The first time

Q. When | went to the hospital 
earlier this year, | had to pay $68. They 
told me this was my deductible. | 
thought | met my deductible earlier 
when | had some doctor bills. Now I'm 
really confused. Can you tell me why ! 
had to pay the deductible twice? 

A. You didn't pay the same deduc- 
tible twice. There is a deductible under 
each of the two parts of Medicare. For 
the hospital part the deductible is $68 
for each benefit period and for the doc- 
tor bill part the deductible is $50 a year. 
You had met the $50 deductible with 
your doctor bills, but you had not yet 
met the hospital insurance deductible 
when you went into the hospital. 

Q. | became disabled a couple of 
mpnths ago and want to apply for 
monthly disability benefits from social 
security. | know | can’t do my regular 
job any more. Who will decide whether 
my\ disability will keep me from doing 
any other work? 

A. You apply at your social security 
office, but doctors and vocational 
specialists in a State agefcy (usually 
the Vocational Rehabilitation Agency) 
who have had experience in seeing the 
effects of disabilities upon peoples’ 
abilities to work make this decision. 
They study all the facts you have sub- 
mitted, the medical reports, and in- 
formation “about your training, skills, 
and education. 


Q. I've worked as a coal miner all my 
life but now | have lung trouble and | 
can't work at my job. Can. | get black 
lung payments? 

A. Under the new black lung law, a 
coal miner is considered totally 
disabled by black lung disease if the 
condition is severe enough to keep him 
from doing work. comparable to work 
that he regularly did in the mines.

It was 
the conclusion of the committee that better 
Ways are needed to identify the black 
student with potential and more effort should 
be exerted to recruit students who are 
economically deprived.
